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Cash machine stolen

A DIGGER was used in a 
ram-raid at a bank in Laken- 
heath where a cash machine 
was stolen. 

At least three people 
wearing dark clothing were 
seen in the area in the early 
hours of Friday morning. It’s 
thought they fled the scene 
in two vehicles - possibly a 
white car and a red pick-up 
style vehicle. 

A member of the public 
also reported that the pick¬ 
up appeared to be pulling 
the cash machine. 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
police said: “We got a call at 
just before 4am to say the 
bank had been raided, and 


the cash machine taken. 

“A JCB-style digger was 
used to remove the ma¬ 
chine.” 

The B1112, was closed 
while an investigation was 
carried out. 

The spokesman added: 
“The building itself was 
badly damaged and may be 
unsafe. 

A large part of the wall of 
the bank was ripped out.” 

A structural engineer was 
later on the scene to check 
out the safety of the build¬ 
ing.

People were 
fighting, the police were doing their 
best - but there were so many drunk¬ 
en adults, children pushed around, 
and we had to leave 40 minutes be¬ 
fore the concert finished. 

“I cannot explain how awful it 
was, as a mother to put my child in 
my chest like a koala bear, trying to 
save and protect her and us getting 
squashed by the railings where the 
sound and lighting was.

“My daughter and her friend could 
barely take a breath. And I’ve got to 
say, it was a fantastic event at first - we 
watched some racing, got some fish 
and chips and then as it got dark it all 
unfolded like a nightmare from hell.”

U’s fan and friends 
‘were decent blokes’

THE landlady of a pub 
that Cambridge Unit¬ 
ed fan Simon Dobbin 
drank in before he was 
attacked said he and his 
group of friends “apologised 
for the behaviour of other 
Cambridge fans” and were 
“no part of the trouble” that 
day a court heard. 

Mr Dobbin is still un¬ 
able to walk or talk 
after he was attacked in an 
“unprovoked ambush” at 
around 7.15pm on March 
21,2015, following his team’s 
0-0 away draw with South- 
end United. 

The 44-year-old, from 
Mildenhall, was among a 
group of Cambridge fans 
who had stayed for a post¬ 
match drink in the Blue Boar 
in Southend, the designated 
pub for away supporters. 

At the trial’s opening, 
Basildon Crown Court heard 
that a group of men, look¬ 
ing to attack any Cambridge 
fans in “revenge” for an ear¬ 
lier fight, had scouted out 
potential targets in the Blue 
Boar before lying in wait at 
the Railway Tavern, the des¬ 
ignated pub for home sup¬ 
porters. 

The Railway Tavern is be¬ 
tween the Blue Boar and 
Prittlewell railway station, 
which the Cambridge fans 
were heading to after their 
drink. 

Yesterday, jurors were read 
a statement from Kelly Perry, 
landlady of the Blue Boar 
pub on the day Mr Dobbin 
was attacked. 

Mrs Perry said there was 
some trouble earlier in the 
day amongst Cambridge 
fans in the pub, but this had 
finished at 5.30pm when 
these fans left. 


She added: “After the 
Cambridge fans left on the 
coaches there were a few 
Cambridge fans left in the 
pub. 

“These were older, decent 
blokes. 

“There was a group of 
about four men, who were 
very polite and talking nice- 

iy- 

“I’m aware that the male 
who was later seriously in¬ 
jured [Simon Dobbin] was 
in this group.” 

She said Mr Dobbin asked 
for directions to the station, 
and neither he nor any his 
group of friends seemed 
drunk. 

Mrs Perry added: “They 
were apologetic for the be¬ 
haviour of the other fans 
and were genuinely nice 
men. The men left about 
7pm. 

“ [My husband] Wayne 
[later] told me some of the 
nice Cambridge fans had 
come back to the pub and 
told him one of the men that 
had been assaulted was one 
of their group.” 

She said: “At no point did I 
see any Southend fans caus¬ 
ing trouble. 

“The injured male and his 
group appeared to be genu¬ 
ine football fans who were 
no part of the trouble.” 

Mrs Perry’s husband 
Wayne also gave evidence. 

He said at about 6.30- 
7pm, while Mr Dobbin’s 
group were still in the Blue 
Boar, two Southend fans 
[thought to be Matthew 
Petchey and Philip McGill] 
also came into the pub. 

He told the court: “The 
two Southend men re¬ 
mained in the pub while 
[another] younger group 
came in one door and went 
out the other. 

“I spoke to one of the two 
men, the one I recognised

All 13 defendants deny 
conspiracy to commit violent 
disorder.

[thought to be McGill]. 

“I remember saying to him 
when the youngsters came 
through, in jest, ‘don’t you 
start anything in my pub’. 

“The two men smiled and 
afterwards went ‘don’t be 
silly, no worries’”. 

On cross-examination, 
Mr Perry said that this was a 
good-humoured exchange, 
with no hostility. 

He admitted that McGill 
may have said something 
along the lines of “I’m not 
here for that, I’m just here to 
have a beer”. 

The trial, which is set to 
last six weeks, continues. 


Nine defendants decline to give evidence 


NINE of the 13 defendants charged with violent 
disorder after Cambridge United fan Simon 
Dobbin was attacked and left with permanent 
brain damage have chosen not to give evidence 
in the trial. 

When the defence case began, jurors were 
told that Allen, Carter, Chambers, Courtnell, 
McGill, Nicholls, Petchey, Shawyer and Alex 


Woods will not be giving evidence. 

Jurors had been discharged from reaching 
a verdict for Rhys Pullen, who had already 
pleaded guilty to violent disorder. 

Young, James Woods and Randall - who 
were not in court on Monday because of a 
family emergency - are still to be asked if they 
intend to give evidence.

MISSING Corrie McKeague’s moth¬ 
er Nicola Urquhart has posted a pic¬ 
ture of herself with her new grand¬ 
daughter. 

Corrie’s girlfriend, April Oliver, 
21, gave birth on fune 11 but waited 
until Father’s Day before posting the 
first picture of their baby daughter. 

Writing on Facebook, Nicola said: 
“We finally welcomed this beautiful 
little lady into the world on the 11th 
of June. 

“She is absolutely perfect. I am so 
very proud of April for getting her 
here safely.” 

It has been nine months since 
Corrie disappeared following a 
night out with friends in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds last September. 

Meanwhile, his dad has shared 
a new photo of himself and Corrie 
smiling together. 

Martin McKeague, 48, is living in 
a camper van close to the landfill 
in Milton, near Cambridge, where 
search teams have trawled through 
almost 5,000 tons of waste to find 



the 23-year-old airman. 

Writing on Facebook, Martin said: 
“It’s easy to forget. And it’s easy to 
overlook things and set them aside. 

“Like the tireless work and effort, 
and the dedication and determina¬ 
tion that’s happening just beyond 
the cameras and the headlines. 

“The volunteers from the Nor¬ 
folk and Suffolk police departments 
have sweated and toiled to move 
heaven and earth for us. They’ve 
raked and sifted through 80 to 90 
tons of landfill rubbish each day. 
And for the most part it’s been un¬ 
der the radar.” 

He added: “I’m allowed to visit 
this landfill site just once each week 
for an hour or so, to talk to the faces 
I know and those I’m meeting for 
the first time. 

“They tell me about their work - 
the search for my son. 

“It’s humbling to be told how 
much they appreciate a parent 
showing their gratitude face-to-face 
week in and week out.”

Teenager tells of terror after 
being attacked on night out 


A TEENAGER has spoken of 
the terror at being knocked 
out by a man and hospital¬ 
ised after trying to protect her 
brother on her first night out 
in Newmarket. 

Chloe Rudling, 18, was out 
partying at Unique 2 Leisure 
Nightclub in Sun Lane before 
becoming caught up in an al¬ 
tercation outside the club. 

“It was my first night in the 
area and my brother and his 
friends decided to go to the 
nightclub. 

“At the end of the night at 
around 3am, people started 
to get tired and were drunk - 
but a few of the boys started 
to get really agitated. 

“They were arguing and 
then the club kicked them 
out. 

“Next thing I know is I’m 
crossing the road to go home, 
but my brother didn’t follow. 

“I see him with the boys and 
punches are being thrown. 

“My brother was about 
to punch someone who 
punched him, but I stood in 
his way.

“As I did this, one of the boys 
was swinging at my brother 
and hit me in the face instead. 
And that’s the last thing I can 
remember before I woke up at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital.” 

According to eyewitnesses, 
Chloe, who is a trainee health 
and social carer in Norwich, 
landed on her head and had 
two seizures because of the 
impact. She also sustained 
pain to her neck, a cut to her 
knee and facial injuries, in¬ 
cluding a black eye. 

Police officers are now 
searching for the man, who is 
believed to be in his 20s. 

He is of medium height, has 
short brown hair, white, and 
was wearing a blue shirt with 
dark blue jeans and trainers. 

He was also accompa¬ 
nied by a woman, who was 
wearing a long-sleeved blue 
blouse. 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “Police were called to 


reports of a fight in the Sun 
Lane area of Newmarket High 
Street around 3.50am on Sun¬ 
day, June 18. 

“A 19-year-old man was ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of being 
drunk and disorderly and he 
was issued with a caution for 
this offence and for posses¬ 
sion of a class A drug. 

“Officers are making en¬ 
quiries to trace another man 
who is believed to have been 
involved in the incident, after 
a young woman reported be¬ 
ing assaulted as she tried to 
intervene. 

“She sustained pain to her 
neck, a cut to her knee and fa¬ 
cial injuries, including a black 
eye. 

“Anyone who saw what

No welcome for 
US president 

FOLLOWING the Manchester 
bombing, President Trump allowed 
sensitive intelligence information 
shared between the UK and US 
governments to be leaked to the 
American press, and after the terrorist 
attack in the London Bridge area 
of our capital he was highly critical 
of Sadiq Khan (London Mayor) for 
urging Londoners to stay calm, be 
reassured by the presence of armed 
police on the streets and carry on 
with business as normal. 

In recent weeks Trump has also 
become the first American president 
not to reaffirm Article 5 of the NATO 
treaty and also has withdrawn the 
US from the Paris Climate Change 
deal, therefore becoming one of only 
three countries worldwide not to 
participate.

Fox culling is 
not effective 

FOX hunting is a very relevant 
political topic at present, it is also 
important not to forget other horrors 
facing foxes in urban environments - 
namely culling by 'pest' controllers. 

Animal Aid has been inundated by 
concerned members of the public 
who are horrified at news of urban 
foxes being culled near their homes. 
Foxes are generally trapped and shot. 

What's even worse is that at this 
time of year, fox cubs are still reliant 
on their mothers to survive. If a 
mother fox is trapped and killed, her 
babies will starve to death. 

Culling foxes is not only cruel, 
but ineffective. If a fox (or indeed a 
family of foxes) is killed, the vacant 
territory will quickly be taken over 
by new foxes - thus resulting in an 
endless cycle of trapping and culling. 
As such the government recommends 
the use of non-lethal, humane 
deterrence as the most effective way 
of resolving any conflicts one may be 
having with foxes. 

Humane methods of deterrence 
are not only better for wildlife, 
but they are often cheaper in the 
long-term and satisfy everyone - 


those who do not want foxes to be 
unnecessarily killed, and those who 
do not want them on their property. 

Animal Aid produces fact sheets 
on humane wildlife deterrence for 
foxes, birds, rats and mice, moles, 
and squirrels.

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Power from sun 
set to generate 
cool £lm a year 


SOHAM’S new 12mw solar 
farm got off to a blistering 
start - generating enough 
power to put it 13 per cent 
ahead of its monthly target. 

With 45,000 photovol¬ 
taic panels across 70 acres, 
the solar farm will generate 
enough electricity to supply 
more than 3,000 homes each 
year while offsetting the re¬ 
lease of 123,000 tonnes of 
carbon dioxide over its life¬ 
time. 

This is the first local au¬ 
thority project in England 
to receive Contracts for Dif¬ 
ference (CfD), a financial in¬ 
centive for the energy gener¬ 
ated, and is set to create an 
annual revenue of £1 million 
from an initial investment of 
£9 million. 

Cllr Ian Bates called it 
an “exciting day for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council” 
and “one of the few examples 
where a local authority has 
taken the initiative”. 

He continued: “It doesn’t 
happen overnight - you need 
planning permission, and 
community involvement 
and farmers on side and oth¬ 
er people on side as well. 

“We can save you extra 
council tax by investing . . . 
this will generate a million a 
year, it means quite simply 
we can keep front-end ser¬ 
vices that most of you recog¬ 
nise.

Council is the largest land 
owner in the county, that is a 
lot of farmland ... this is the 
first but it will not be neces¬ 
sarily the last to have an in¬ 
vestment.” 

Under the council’s guar¬ 
antee contract framework, if 
the contractors fail to gener¬ 
ate enough energy they will 
either install additional pan¬ 
els or write a cheque for the 
equivalent amount to the lo¬ 
cal authority. 

Any additional money 
made from the scheme be¬ 
yond the projected amount 
will also go into the county 
council’s coffers. That way it 
guarantees a return on the 
council’s investment. 

And the sweltering weath¬ 
er last week got the solar pro¬ 
ject off to a great start, with 
76,000kw of energy gener¬ 
ated on one day alone. 

That’s enough to power 
24 houses for a whole year, 
or boil 76,000 kettles for 
an hour, and puts the farm 
ahead of june’s monthly tar¬ 
get by 13 per cent. 

If you were driving a car 
you’d be able to circumnavi¬ 
gate the earth 21 times with 
the energy produced in a 
year. 

David Carr, a director of 


Bouygues, the company 
which built the site, said 
when the solar farm was 
launched: “I am delighted to 
be here and we were delight¬ 
ed to be involved in a project 
like this. 

“This is just the kind of 
thing we like: it gives our 
engineers the opportunity 
to show off what they are ca¬ 
pable off. 

“Today we have achieved 
something that is sustain¬ 
able, that will last an awful 
long time and that’s critical. 

“We have worked with a 
partner [CCC] that is very 
forward-thinking, it’s one of 
the most forward-thinking 
organisations I have worked 
with.” 

Once the energy is gener¬ 
ated from the sun’s rays it 
travels to one of five cen¬ 
tral inverters which convert 
1,000 of DC energy from the 
solar panels into AC elec¬ 
tricity. This then enters the 
national grid at 43,000 volts. 

Once the grass has grown 
back on the former Grade 
3 agricultural land (which 
makes it unfit for growing 
crops), sheep will again 
graze freely, but this time 
with a rather different view.

Police officer breaks into car to rescue sweltering dog 


A POLICE officer smashed his way 
into a car to rescue a dog on a 
scorching hot summer's day. 

The officer broke one of the car 
windows with a hammer. 

The rescue was caught on video 
and shows the owner returning 
shortly after. When confronted 
about his dog, the owner said he 
was away longer than he expected 
to be. 

The police officer pointed out 
that the ticket had shown he had 
been away for more than an hour 
and that the dog could barely 
walk. 

The owner claimed his dog has 
Alzheimer's and was fragile. 

The incident happened at the 
Guineas Shopping Centre in 
Newmarket. 

Mick Smith, founder of 
Newmarket's Neighbourhood 
Watch team, said: "I was in the 
council offices when someone 
came in panicking because there 
was a dog locked in a car with no 
windows open.

"The heat was unbearable out 
in the open anyway. So I rushed 
to help the people that were 
there and was going to smash the 
window myself as the dog was 
unsteady on its feet and gasping 
for air. 

"The police did arrive very 
quickly and were very quick to 
take action when they saw the 
dog. 

"I want to thank them for their 
prompt and decisive actions." 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk 
Police said: "We received a call 
from a member of the public 
saying there was a vehicle parked 
at the ground floor level of the 
multi-storey car park with a small 
dog on its own inside. 

"All the windows were 
completely shut, the vehicle was 
locked and there was no water 
inside for it, so temperatures were 
getting close to 30C (86F). 

"The dog had been in the car 
for some time and its appearance 
caused members of the public to 


be distressed, so we carried out 
a number of checks to see if we 
could find the owner. We smashed 
a single window to get the dog out 
of the car." 

As temperatures soared last 
week, the RSPCA received 724 
calls in five days from people 
concerned about dogs suffering in 
the heat. 

Lisa Richards, RSPCA dog 
welfare expert, said: "Dogs die 
in hot cars and it's never OK to 
leave dogs alone in parked cars on 
warm days. But it's important to 
realise that it is not just cars which 
pose a risk to animals when the 
temperature soars. 

"While we know our hard¬ 
hitting message is starting to get 
through, lessons are still not being 
learned."

Town’s application for 
‘royal’ status is on hold

PLANS to change the name of 
Newmarket have received a 
mixed reaction - with some peo¬ 
ple in the town going as far as 
calling the idea ‘a joke’. 

Councillors voted unanimous¬ 
ly in 2015 to apply for patronage, 
which would give the town the 
official title of Royal Newmarket. 

Now, as part of the Newmarket 
Town Council’s new corporate 
strategy, the authority and its 
partners will endeavour to lobby 
the government for the change. 

On the reason why Newmarket 
should get patronage, Cllr Andy 
Drummond, mayor of Newmar¬ 
ket, said: “With the National Her¬ 
itage Centre for Horseracing and 
Sporting Art, the statue of the 
Queen and the fact that we get a 
lot of royal visits, we’re hoping it 
will be considered favourably. 


“The government have obvi¬ 
ously had a lot to worry about 
recently so we’re not on the top 
of the list. 

“But we wait patiently.’’ 

The reigning monarch is the 
one who decides on the honour. 

Requests for a royal title are 
made for different reasons and 
cities, towns boroughs and hos¬ 
pitals can apply. 

The News asked readers what 
they thought to the plan in a poll 
and 61 per cent were against it, 
33 were in favour and six per 
cent remained undecided. 

Dozens of readers also ex¬ 
pressed their views on our Fa- 
cebook page, including foanne 
Baker who wrote: “The town 
needs an overhaul to make it 
more appealing. It’s anything but 
royal now.” 

fill York said: “The council 
should take a good look at what 
Newmarket looks like to out¬ 
siders when they visit - eg, the 
Queen. Some things cannot be 


disguised by a few temporary 
hanging baskets. 

“Dated - stuck in a rut. Dirty. 
Some right eyesores in main en¬ 
trances to High Street. No decent 
shops for racegoers to peruse, 
just betting shops, bars, restau¬ 
rants. Do the council really think 
the word ‘royal’ is deserved? 

“What a joke.” 

Tracey Red Hart said: “We have 
a palace, King Charles used to 
stay here. Not many towns can 
say that, but the town is dying, I 
agree. I would rather go to Cam¬ 
bridge or Bury to do things and 
that’s not the town’s fault. 

“Perhaps the council should 
look into what the town needs 
rather than put up rent on shops. 
And no, we don’t need more 
charity, betting or phone shops, 
we have enough. 

“We need decent clothes shops 
for men, women and children.” 

But some readers were more 
supportive of the idea. 

Suzan Whymark said: “Well 


I hope this means Newmarket 
will be smartened up with more 
facilities for all to enjoy. Should 
have been Royal Newmarket 
when fames 1st built the palace 
here to be fair.” 

Cathy Holmes said: “Congrat¬ 
ulations Newmarket. I grew up 
there as a teenager and loved it. 

“If I ever returned to the UK 
then Newmarket would be where 
I would return to.” 

The campaign to lobby the 
Government on the name 
change is part of a wider strategy 
to improve the whole town. 

The Newmarket Corporate 
Strategy, which will run from 
2017 to 2020, will look at ways to 
improve parking, the market and 
safety of residents.

Fire station to be extended to act as a base for police in town 


A NEW joint fire and police station will be 
built in Newmarket for this year. 

The fire station in Willie Snaith Road will 
be extended and redeveloped for police 
officers in November. 

The plans will be a welcome addition to 
the town as residents have complained about 
a "lack of police presence" since Newmarket 
police station's front desk was closed in April 
last year. 

Tim Passmore, Suffolk's police and crime 
commissioner, said: "I am absolutely 


delighted to be involved in the start of the 
building works on this latest joint police and 
fire project. 

"Working together with the fire service 
is crucial to us meeting the financial and 
operational challenges we face." 

The plans, which received funding from 
the Department of Communities and Local 
Government, will see the front of the fire 
station extended for a new police office, 
along with provisions to improve welfare for 
all staff. 


This means improved facilities, including 
improvements of facilities for community 
use, locker and server rooms and shared use 
of toilets, showers and existing community 
room. 

These latest plans in Newmarket will allow 
police and fire services work much more 
closely together in the town and is said to 
prove much more cost effective. 

There will be no disruption to fire and 
police services during building work as both 
services will be fully operational.

£50,000 study agreed to take 
forward plans for town cinema

PLANS for a cinema in Newmar¬ 
ket took another step forward af¬ 
ter councillors agreed last week to 
fund a £50,000 study to find a feasi¬ 
ble location. 

Councillors from Forest Heath 
District Council heard how a cin¬ 
ema and restaurant development 
in the centre of Newmarket could 
be commercially viable. 

Cllr Lance Stanbury, cabinet 
member for planning and growth, 
said: “There has clearly been a huge 
amount of interest in having a cin¬ 
ema back in Newmarket. 

“The cabinet supports this and 
sees the provision of a cinema and 
restaurant development as a fan¬ 
tastic opportunity to help continue 
to make Newmarket a key destina¬ 
tion for leisure. 

“From the figures we know there 
is a market for a cinema and sup¬ 
porting businesses in the centre 
of town. But we need to produce 
a proper business study to see 
whether the figures stack up and 
where the best site would be.” 


Councillors considered whether 
the council could give permission 
to a developer to build the cinema, 
which would in turn be run by an 
operator with Forest Heath poten¬ 


tially acting as a landlord. 

How a viable scheme could be 
built and operated, and the poten¬ 
tial role of the council in allowing 
the building of a cinema and asso¬ 


ciated restaurants, were also ques¬ 
tions considered by councillors. 

The figures for building and fit¬ 
ting out the cinema have yet to be 
established and will be needed in 


order to select the final site - so 
councillors agreed £50,000 funding 
for this work. 

Cllr Stanbury added: “With coun¬ 
cils receiving less and less money 
from central Government we have 
to be very commercially minded. 
We are looking to try to ensure the 
vitality and vibrancy of Newmarket, 
but we have to look at what would 
be an investment and provide the 
council with an income. 

“The move is part of our overall 
aim to boost and encourage busi¬ 
ness, jobs and growth in the area 
while improving the quality of life 
and amenities for our communi¬ 
ties.” 

The project stages which have 
been outlined by the district coun¬ 
cil include: 

Stage 1: High level review 
Stage 2: Establish viability 
Stage 3: Outline site evaluation 
Stage 4: Detailed site evaluation 
Stage 5: Site selection 
Stage 6: Planning application pro¬ 
cess and further detailed site evalu¬ 
ation 

Stage 7: Planning submission 

Plans for a cinema in Newmarket 
are currently in Stage 4.

Hospital trust 
pays out £93 k 
on translators 

THE bill for translator services at 
Cambridge hospitals has been 
revealed - along with the top 16 
languages from the more than 350 
spoken by patients. 

Under-pressure Cambridge 
University Hospitals Trust spent 
a total of £93,000 on translation 
services which has been broken 
down to £58,000 for general 
translations, £24,600 and £2,000 for 
telephone translators and £8,000 for 
deaf/blind translations in 2015/16. 

In 2014/15, a total of £104,000 
was spent, £103,000 in 2013/2014 
and £86,700 in 2012/13, latest 
figures obtained using freedom of 
information law have revealed. 

The trust covers Addenbrooke's 
and the Rosie maternity hospital. 

Top of the list was Polish - with 
translators called in 100 times. In 
second place was Romanian at 38, 
followed by Lithuanian at 30. 

Joint fourth was British sign 
language and Korean at 23. 

Fifth was Portuguese at 22, and 
Cantonese - at 13 - was sixth. 

In seventh spot was Arabic at 
12, then Turkish at 10 calls for 
translation services followed by 
Slovak at nine. 

Tenth place was Hungarian at eight 
call outs, followed by Bengali and 
Russian - each having been required 
seven times. Twelfth spot was Nepali 
and Italian at six each, then Albanian 
at five. 


Charity expands service 
to support more sufferers 


A REHABILITATION charity is 
expanding its services to Soham, 
thanks to a cash boost from the 
Santander Foundation. 

Ely-based Pos+Ability has 
received £4,550 to fund six 
months of chair-based exercises 
and one-to-one personal pro¬ 
grammes for people suffering 
from neurological conditions 
such as MS.

Actor and comedian Kevin Hart opens up on having a drug-addicted father, his sometimes violent 
relationship with his first wife and his attitude to fatherhood. HANNAH STEPHENSON reports 


C OMEDIAN, actor and 

self-confessed workaholic 
Kevin Hart may be just 5ft 
4in but he is a towering 
figure in the entertainment 
world, thanks to his sell-out 
stand-up tours and movie box 
office hits such as Central 
Intelligence and Get Hard. 

The 37-year-old earned $87.5m 
last year alone - the first comedian 
to make more than lerry Seinfeld - 
according to Forbes magazine. 

With two films coming out this 
year - Captain Underpants: The 
First Epic Movie, on luly 28, and 
lumanji: Welcome To The lungle, in 
December, in which he stars with 
his pal Dwayne lohnson - followed 
by his first drama, Untouchable, 
with Bryan Cranston and Nicole 
Kidman, due in 2018, his career 
seems on an ever-upward spiral. 

Make no mistake, though, 
success hasn't come easily. He has 
slogged his way to the top, from his 
early days of stand-up in dingy 
clubs to the gruelling tours he does 
today, while shoehorning in hectic 
film schedules and TV projects. 

His life on and off the stage is 
charted in his memoir I Can't Make 
This Up: Life Lessons. There's been 
plenty of drama, professionally and 
privately, from his tough childhood 
and early days on the comedy 
circuit and his violent first 
marriage, to the much happier 
place he is in now. 

His world today - living in the lap 
of luxury in Los Angeles, employing 
a team of bodyguards, travelling in 
fast cars and private jets - is a far 
cry from his childhood growing up 
in a tough neighbourhood in north 
Philadelphia, the son of alcoholic, 
drug-addict father Henry 
Witherspoon, who was in and out 
of jail. 

He dedicates the book to his 
mother Nancy, a computer analyst 
at the University of Pennsylvania, 
who brought him and his older 
brother Kenneth up single- 
handedly. 

A strict disciplinarian, she was 
determined to keep her children on 
the straight and narrow. Kevin has 
never done drugs and always knew 
the value of hard work. 

"I'm the man I am today because 
of my mom,'' he says. 

She died from cancer in 2007 but 
he's convinced she's now his angel, 
watching over him. His father, 
however, was a much different 
figure - lying, cheating, stealing, 
and with a serious cocaine habit. 

Kevin recalls his dad 
bringing home a Labrador, 
which he'd stolen, giving it to 
him and 

his brother, before the owners j| 
appeared at the door to claim 
it back. On another occasion 
he nonchalantly announced 
he was leaving Nancy. 

But Kevin says he got over 
his father's departure quickly 
and didn't hold on to any 
negative emotions. 

"For as long as I can 
remember, I've had the ability 
to shoulder-shrug things - to 
just accept them, say 'OK,' and get 
on with life,'' he writes.

"The opposite of shoulder- 
shrugging would be to get 
depressed or angry and to hold on 
to those emotions for life." 

In fact, he says his father's 
behaviour had a positive effect on 
him. 

"When you have somebody who's 
done a lot of wrongs, you have a 
prime example in front of you of 
what not to do and what path not 
to follow. I think it affected me 
in a good way because I was 
able to use logic and 
common sense." 

Today, he says his 
relationship with his father 
is good, and that he's off 
drugs and sober. 

In difficult family times, 
laughter was always a 
release, he recalls. 

Inspired by Eddie Murphy 
and Richard Pryor, Kevin's 
early days on the circuit 
were spent in grotty 
clubs doing poorly 
paid gigs up and 
down the country. 

"Comedy was 
always an outlet. It 
was always 
something that I 
thought, 'Wow; I'm 
putting myself in a 
position to find 
positives out of 
negatives with 
laughter. Laughter 
ultimately heals our 
wounds." 

Yet the ability to 
offset anger and 
emotion in his early 
life didn't always filter 
into his first marriage 
to Torrei, with 

whom he has mf . 

two children, 


Heaven, 12, and Hendrix, nine. 

It was, by his own admission, a 
torrid relationship. He was living a 
fast-paced lifestyle on the comedy 
circuit while Torrei was at home. 

The arguments - and there were 
plenty - were usually alcohol- 
fuelled and ended in screaming 
matches and occasional violent 
outbursts in which the police were 
called - by both parties. 
They'd break up, have 
flings with other 
people, then get back 
together. 

Kevin started 
working these 
incidents into his 
shows, using comic 
exaggeration of scenes 



such as him blubbering to the 
police to save him from his 
girlfriend. 

That's when he made his 
breakthrough, choosing situations 
he found himself in and his 
responses to them. 

The pair divorced in 2011. 

It's a period he doesn't relish 
and doesn't want to dwell on. 

"I don't look back. You should 
never look back in life, you should 
only look forward. Those things 
happen for a reason. You learn 
from them and you move on. 

"There's nothing I want to 
rewrite or change. Any bumps you 
take down the road make you 
smarter and wiser. I welcome 
those things." 

He says his relationship with 
Torrei is now cordial. 

"She's the mother of my kids, so 
we cannot not be friends. We are 
raising kids. Of course it took time 
to get over the break-up. It's not 
just going to happen overnight - 
you're human. 

"But you have to be smart and 
put kids first. They have nothing to 
do with your problems." 

Last year Kevin married Eniko 
Parrish. They are expecting their 
first child, a boy, and he says his 
two children are excited about 
having a baby brother. 

"I'm pumped up, man. My wife 
is ecstatic, which makes me 
ecstatic. I'm glad I'm having a boy, 
so the name Hart lives on." 

As for fatherhood, he says he 
won’t do anything differently this 
time. 

"If things ain't broke, don't fix 
'em," he says. "I'm present, I'm 
around and I'm very much in my 
kids' life. That's all you can really 
ask for and that you give them as 
much time as possible. Time is the 
most important thing." 

With more films coming out and 
another stand-up tour scheduled 
for 2018, Kevin shows no signs of 
running out of steam. His career 
ambitions know no bounds. 

"I want to become a mogul. To 
do that you've got to continue to 
grow, rise to the occasion. I want to 
do so much more - producing, 
directing, writing, acting, dramas, 
comedies, investing, starting my 
own network."

T HE Nissan X-Trail is the world's best-selling SUV and 
according to its maker is being made even better with a 
robust redesign inside and out. 

There's a higher-quality interior, additional practicality and 
innovative new technologies to make life on the road even 
safer. 

It goes on sale in the UK in August and, along with other 
upgrades, will be available with ProPILOT autonomous drive 
technology which will control the steering, acceleration and 
braking in a single lane on highways during heavy traffic 
congestion and high-speed cruising. 

Changes to exterior styling include the latest Nissan 
'V-motion' grille plus new headlamp clusters and fog lamps 
integrated into a restyled front bumper. 

The biggest change to the profile of the new X-Trail is the 
addition of a chrome side moulding across the base of the 
two doors. 

The X-Trail is often used as a workhorse and the boot on 
the new model is larger than before.

There is also a lower powered 1.6-litre 130ps diesel, 
a 1.6 petrol with 163ps on tap and the powertrain line 
up includes six speed manual or CVT XTronic automatic 
transmissions and two or four-wheel drive systems. 

Emissions range from 129 to 158g/km for the diesels and 
145g/km for the petrol engine. That equates to a best fuel 
economy of 57.6mpg for the 1.6 diesel and 45.6mpg for the 
petrol version. 

Prices for the latest X-Trail have yet to be announced but 
expect them to start at around £24,550. 

Since its launch in 2000 more than 3.7 million of the 
vehicles have been sold worldwide.

We were careless, admits Shepperson

BEN Shepperson cut a frustrated figure 
after Mildenhairs comprehensive home 
defeat by Swardeston in the Gibbs 
Den ley East Anglian 
Premier League on Saturday.

Earlier, Swardeston similarly

52 for 5. Tino Best claimed the 
opening three wickets - including 
Peter Lambert with the first ball of 
the match - but Callum Taylor (92), 
Jordan Taylor (45) and Ruffell (38) 
staged something of a recovery and 
they finished with a respectable 261 
all out. Best took 4 for 24 and 
Murtaza Hussain 3 for 59. 


Shepperson said:"I made us 
favourites at the halfway stage. There 
were times when we did not bowl 
that well but I never really felt that 
we let them off the hook." 

■ Sam Rippington's seven-wicket 
haul was in vain as Burwell suffered 
a 91-run defeat at Frinton-on-Sea as 
their difficult season continued.

“He is the best older sprinter 
and he has proven that twice 
now. There looks to be a good 
three-year-old (Caravaggio) 
about the place, so we will see 
what happens later in the year. 

“It is great for the yard and 
Tom Queally, as he has proved 
today what a good jockey he is. 

“He (The Tin Man) loves As¬ 
cot as that is the third time he 
has won here. It suits his style 
as he likes to come from off the 
pace and his acceleration re¬ 
ally comes to the fore here. 

“We were a bit thin on run¬ 
ners at the meeting and it 
helps having a horse like The 
Tin Man to get you out of jail. 

“I will see how he is. He is 
entered in the July Cup at New¬ 
market. It is the obvious target, 
but we will play things by ear.” 

“If she finished the season at 
a mile we can then see for next 
year. She’s bred to stay very 
well.”

A YOUNG Team USA quartet 
backed their panache and 
razzmatazz with stunning 
racing skill to see off Norwich 
to win an exhilarating 
Transatlantic Fours Challenge at 
West Row.
